LOCAL BANK SEEKS 


§10,000 DAMAGES 


Rush County Mills Also Asks 


$500 from B. and O. 


Railroad. 


The American National bank 


filed a suit against Alva O. Bit- 
ner Florence 'Bitner, Fred E. 
Guffin and Chase L. Guffin, de- 
manding $10,000 for fraudulent 
representations and damages in 
the Rush .circuit court Monday. 


The suit charges that on April 


6, 1929, Mr. Bitner made a writ- 
«n statement to the plaintiff 
that he and Florence Bitner 
owned possessions totalling a 
value of $29,525 and that notes 
owned by the two were $7,150 and 
that they were not otherwise in- 
debted. 
The plaintiff alleges that this 
tatement was made for the 
jurpose of procuring credit and 
nducing the bank to loan money 
and renew notes. The bank ac- 
cepted the statement, the suit 
sets out, and renewed a note for 
iB.OOO. 
The bank is charging that the 


statement was false regarding 
he value of possessions owned 
)y the two Bitners. The suit as- 
erts that on August 23 Florence 
3itner, with intent to defraud 
her creditors, executed to Fred 
3. Guffin a warranty deed for 
eal estate in which she had a 
life estate although she was not 
ndebted to Guffln and he paid 
no consideration for the real es- 
ate.On October 4, the bank claims, 
Alva and Florence Bitner con- 
;eyed real estate alleged to have 
been owned by Alva Bitner to 
Jhase Guffin for the same rea- 
ons. 
The complaint is in three par- 


«,graphs and asks for damages of 
;10,000 and also asks that the 
deeds to Fred and Chase Guffin 
be set aside and that the proper- 
ty be subjected to paying of the 
defendants'"debts and that the 
same be sold to pay the debts.

Pioneer Schools of Anderson Township Are 


Discussed As Time is Near for Centennial 


(This is one of a series of arti- 


cles prepared by a publicity com- 
mittee at Milroy, headed by N. 
A. Harcourt, concerning MUroy's 
Centennial observance November 
3.) 


Milroy, Ind., Oct. 27—The.first 


matter of importance in the be- 
ginning of a school, of course was 
to provide a building, but this 
was an easy matter for the pion- 
eers. 
The settlers would get together 


on a specified day and begin the 
erection of a school house at 
some point as nearly central-as a 
site could be procured. With the 
detail of location fixed the set- 
tlers would gather on a day for 
the "rollin" of the logs and od 
another day for the "raisin" of 
the same, and about the third 
day the school house was com- 
pleted. ' 


The "typical pioneer school 


house, was made of logs, and 
.the spaces between the logs were 
filled with sticks and daubed 


with clay. The roof consisted of 
clapboards, the fioor was of 
puncheons or planks split from 
logs 
and 
hewed reasonably 


smooth on the upper side. The 
fire place made of logs and lined 
with clay. 


A log was left out on one side 


to form a long window and this 
open space was covered with pa- 
per greased to make it transpar- 
ent. The desks and seats were 
hah* of»a • poplar log, smoothed 
with an adz and supported by 
legs driven into the round side. 
Now that the building is com- 
pleted what about the teacher? 


The first school to Anderson 


township was doubtless taught 
by Jno. W. Tompkins in 1823. He 
was a brptherNof Geo. W. Tomp- 
kins. well known in Rush Coun- 
ty. This house stood about half a 
mile south of Milroy on.the farm 
now belonging to Allen Jackman, 
In 1826-27 Nathan Tompkins 
taught in his own cabin,at the

Elza O. Rogers issued a declara- 
tion that the Democrats had of- 
fered no issue in the campaign 
and that "they have merely 
eriticised-abusedrslandered and 
maligned."

Two fires over the week end 


resulted in losses estimated . at 
$8,000 in Rush county, with both 
fires attacking 
large dwelling 


houses. A farm home was de- 
stroyed in the Falmouth vicinity 
and a residence in Rushville"was 
damaged Sunday afternoon. 


Fire, believed to have been 


caused by an overheateG fur- 
nace, did damage estimated at 
$3,000 to a large two-story frame 
house owned by W, S. Creek, at 
Eleventh _and Morgan streets 
here" yesterday afternoon. 


The blaze was discovered 


about 2:30 p. m. by James 
Brown, city fireman ,who was 
off duty. Brown turned in the 
alarm. Although two families 
are said to live in-the house, no 
one was at home when firemen 
arrived. 
The interior of the dwelling, 


including both the first and sec- 
ond stories, was bady damaged 
by the fire. Srrtoke and water 
also added greatly to the loss. 
Much of the furniture WPS dam- 
aged by fire and water. The ex- 
terior was not greatly damaged. 


The thick smoke greatly han- 


dicapped the firemen in fighting 
the blaze, hindering them from 
getting at its center. It took 
nearly two hours to bring the 
flames completely under control. 
It was said the loss would be 


covered by insurance.

of $5,000 at Falmouth Saturday 
morning by fire, the origin of 
which was not learned.

DURING PEACE TIME 


Building Program Calls for 68 


New Ships With Gov- 


ernment Aid. 


Indianapolis, Oct. 27— (A.P.)— 


Building of ships for the new 
American Merchant Marine has 
provided the greatest peace-time 
activity in the history of the 
industry, giving 20,000 persons 
employment which will continue 
for five years, T. V. O'Connor, 
chairman United States Ship- 
ping Board, said here today. 


Mr. O'Connor addressed 
the 


tenth annual Middle West For- 
eign Trade and Merchant Ma- 
rine Conference, asserting that 
without that body's efforts the 
plan for meeting world-wide 
shipping competition and taking; 
the merchant marine out of the 
government's possession would 
not be so near completion. 


"As a result of the new con- 


struction program," he said, 
"American shipyards are enjoy- 
ing the gratest peace - time 
activity in the history of the in- 
dustry. It has been estimated 
that the expenditure of $281,000,- 
000 for merchant ship construc- 
tion, supplemented 
by about 


$100,000,000 for other shipbuild- 
ing work, will give to our ship- 
yards during the next five years 
about $75,000,000 worth of work' 
annually. This volume of busi- 
ness will require the services of 
some 20,000 trained shipyard 
workers,'as well as a like number, 
of .workers in various other, ta-., 
dustries" scattered" 'throughout 
the country, which furnish the 
^ards with material and equip- 
ment." 
Mr. O'Connor said that exclu- 


sive of the coastwise fleet, con- 
sisting of approximately 
220 


ships, and an additional 260 in- 
dustrial tankers, there are about 
671 American-flag vessels of 2,000 
gross tons or over, engaged in 
trade with foreign countries. 


The new* building program, 


through which the government 
is helping finance individuals, 
provides for 68 new ships, he 
said. A clause in the building 
contract enables the government 
to take over the ships in time of 
national emergency. 


Along with the growth of the 


privately owned American, mer- 
chant marine, Mr. O'Connor 
said, "we are witnessing the 
jradual retirement of the gov- 
ernment from the field of ship 
operations."

An Open Letter Addressed to the Tax- 


payers by Mayor Samuel L. Trabue 


TO THE TAXPAYERS: 


An editorial appeared in the Daily Republican a few 


days ago criticizing the present city administration for 
raising the 1930 tax rate seven cents, and insinuating that 
the raise indicated failure to practice economy. 


The editor of the Republican is Deputy City Clerk and 


knows full well that the facts do not warrant the insinua- 
tion-' that the 1930 rate is as low as good business judg- 
ment will permit and that the present city administration 
has practiced economy at all times. In view of the lair 
treatment heretofore accorded the present administration 
by the Daily Republican and its editor, I am convinced 
that the editorial was submitted by the Republican organi- 
zation, and that the writer was woefully ignorant or wil- 
fully sought to deceive. 


The following facts and figures are submitted as evi- 


dence that the present administration has thus far served 
efficiently, exercised sound business judgment and prac- 
ticed rigid economy. 


The preceding Republican administration was inaugur- 


ated January 4, 1926, and levied and collected taxes at the 
rates and in the following amounts for expenditure by that 
administration in the years 1927, 1928 and 1929:

In September 1929, the outgoing administration fixed 


the tax rate to raise funds to be expended by the present 
administration in 1930, and in September 1930, the present 
administration likewise fixed rates for the purpose of pro- 
viding funds for 1931, upon assessed valuations as follows:

From the foregoing it will be noted that the last Re- 


publican administration fixed the tax rate* to raise $24,- 
907.29 less for the first'year of the present administration 
than that provided for. itself in the previous year, and 
that the present Democratic administration this year fixed 
the tax rate to raise $23,317.29 less for 1931 than that pro- 
vided by the last administration for the last year of its 
term. In other words, the last administration levied and 
collected taxes for use in the years 1928 and 1929 the sum 
of $209,544.19, while the taxes levied by the last admin- 
tration and by the present administration for use in the 
years 1929 and 1930 amount to $165,590.00, or $43,954.19 
less for the use of the present administration in the years 
1930 and 1931 than the last administration had for the 
years 1928 and 1929. 


The last administration admitted by its action that it 


believed that city affairs could be administered much more 
economically than had been done, and the present admin- 
istration, evidenced its faith in the same proposition by 
failing to materially increase the amount of taxes to be 
raised. 


The expenditures from the General Fund by the last 


administration amounted to $101,641.54 in 1928 and 
$120,591.02 in the year ,1929. The expenditure from the 
General Fund by the present administration for the period 
of nine months ending October 1, 1930, amounted to $68,- 
610.65. It is impossible to definitely state how much the 
total expenditure for 1930 will be, but estimating it on the 
basis of the past nine months' expenditure, it should be 
something like $91,500.00, or more than $29,000.00 less 
than the expenditure during the last year of the preceding 
administration. 


The opposition will doubtless claim, and it is true, that 


there was $23,989^62 in the General Fund when the present 
administration came into power, but it is likewise true that 
there was a balance in the General Fund of $23,368.24 
on January 1,.1929, and that notwithstanding there was 
such balance in the General Fund, it was necessary for the 
last administration to transfer $5,OOO.QO from the Meter 
Deposit Fund in April 1929, in order to meet its obliga- 
tions, and the Meter Deposit Fund was not reimbursed on 
account of such transfer until December 1929. The pres- 
ent administration has promptly met all of its obligations 
and has not found it necessary to borrow or transfer any- 
thing whatever from other funds. 


The balance in the General Fund October 1, 1929, un- 


der the last administration, was $17,405.59; 
deducting 


the $5,000.00 owing to the Meter Deposit Fund at that 
time, would leave an actual balance of, $12,405.59 in the 
General Fund. 'The balance in the/Benera! Fund under 
the present administration October 1, 1930, with tax col- 
lections reduced more than $12,000.00, was $11,403.58. 


It is very apparent that the last Republican administra- 


tion reduced the city lax rate from $1.38 o $1.08 in 1929, 
for the purpose of embarrassing the incoming administra- 
tion, but it is just as apparent from the facts and figures 
above set out,:that the present Democratic administration 
has firmly resolved to keep expenses several thousand dol- 
lars below the amounts expended during the years 1928 
and 1929 under the last administration,

An Editorial Reprinted from the Rushville Telegram 


"CONSISTENT ECONOMY" 


It is with the keenest of delight that we are about to 


review for you an editorial entitled "A Question of Taxes," 
which appeared in The Daily Republican some days ago. 


Now, in case any of you may have forgotten, the edi- 


torial referred to the increase of seven cents in the Rush- 
ville city tax rate by the present Democratic administra- 
tion. It closed with'a suggestion, which, in the exact lan- 
guage of the editorial was: 
"// this is the way Democratic tax reduction works 


out, we would suggest that the .Republican policy of 
consistent economy be given a chance to .continue." 


The editorial was a good one. It had to ,be for the 


writer began on it as long ago as last November, when the 
voters of Rushville decided they had had.enough of Repub- 
lican administration. 


In fact, it had its .inception back in September 1929, 


when it came time for setting the tax rate for 1930. As 
some of us will remember, a few of the administration boys 
were running for re-election at that time. 


A cut of 30 cents in the tax rate, figured the boys, will

been effected at state institutions during the last 
fiscal year as a result of employment of a state 
engineer. 
The engineer, Otto N. Mueller of Indianapolis, 


was employed on a psr diem basis by Governor 
Harry G. Leslie and his salary pafd from the 
Governor's emergency contingent fund. 


Employment of a state engineer was an inno- 


vation and was the idea of Governor Leslie. 


An example of savings brought about by using 


the expert knowledge of an engineer is a $50,000 
reduction hi the amount which one state insti- 
tution will ask of the 1931 legislature for im- 
provements. Mr. Mueller has worked with super- 
intendents of practically all the state institu- 
tions hi planning improvements and has co- 
ordinated the 1931 budget requests. He has rec- 
ommended appropriations hi keeping with the 
relative needs and services of the various insti- 
tutions. 
The state engineer saved Indiana taxpayers 


$6,000 hi the recent installation of boilers at the 
Central State Hospital at Indianapolis, by selec- 
tion of a particular type boiler. 


At the Soldiers' and Sailors' Children's Home 


in this county the state engineer saved the ex- 
pense of entirely reconstructing one building by 
properly calculating roof stresses. 


Tremendous cuts from original estimates of 


construction costs were effected by the state 
engineer for work at several institutions. These 
Included erection of cottages at the Indiana 
Girls' School at Clermont; barns and silos at the j 


Indiana Village for Epileptics at ButlervUle; a 
tubercular ward at the Madison State Hospital, 
and a new water system at the state tuberculosis 
sanitarium at Roekville. 


Another duty of the state engineer has been 


periodical inspections of -all state institutions 
during the last fiscal year. Under his supervision 
many needed repairs were made and the build- 
ings put hi better condition at a minimum cost. 


In discussing the appointment of the state en- 


gineer Goovernor Leslie said that private busi- 
ness concerns had long ago realized the need of 
the expert advice of a trained engineer. The 
state, one of the biggest business institutions, 
needs an engineer even more than private busi- 
nesses, he said. He pointed out that trustees of 
the various institutions welcome an engineer's 
advice in solving their building and mantenance 
problems. 


A HEALTHY PROFESSION. 


Low sickness rates prevailing among American 


teachers have made their chances of long life so 
good that the teaching profession has come to 
rank among the healthiest in the country. 


Although long and expensive illnesses are com- 


'paratively rare among teachers as a class, and 
they are relatively free from respiratory dis- 
eases, they nevertheless show such a tendency to 
acquire colds, influenza and tonsillitis that one 
authority has summed up the teachers' health 
situation as being simply "a succession of minor 
ailments in a life comparatively free from serious 
risk." The chief cause of lengthy sickness among 
the teachers consists of nervous disorders.
